ROME, Italy Lf — The world! 
first earth satellite carrier rocket 
will be fired 300 miles Into spic# 
from Cocoa Beach, Fla., this fall 
and m ay well turn into an orbi­ 
tal satellite itself, American «ci- 
entists reported today.

' But I always had a creative 
mind.” he said. “ I always liked 
to develop new things.” 
After a brief period as a song 
and dance man. he became a top 
ladies’ hat salesman 
In 
1911 
he turned his guest bednxim into 
a laboratory and developed a 
new kind of millinery glue. This 
launched him on a third career. 
It’s a poor 
glue-maker 
who 
cannot make money stick to his 
fingers. Slomon has 
had 
no 
trouble in this respect. 
He now makes 80 kinds of spe­ 
cialized adhesives (they stick to­ 
gether everything from feathers 
to metals 
in three plants. Long 
ago he became a 
millionaire, 
and his hand-picked customers 
range from Lily Dache to the 
Ftnnsylvania Railroad. But for 


45 year* he ha* run hi* opera 
tion himself, refusing 
to 
hire 
even one salesman 
“ I learned early in life to rely 
on myself,” he said, “ and I want 
to stay that way. I'd rather be 
a big small businessman than a 
small big businessman who had 
to depend on other people.” 
Slomon began collecting silver 
dollars back in 1933 after the 
nation • bank* were briefly clos­ 
ed. 
“ I couldn’t 
even 
draw 
out 
funds to meet my own payroll.*' 
he recalled, “ and I swore then 
I’d never again be caught with­ 
out plenty of ready cash. 
“ But after I piled up around 
10.000 silver dollars they began 
to be a nuisance. They took up 
an awful lot of space So I start­ 
ed giving them away gradual­ 
ly. ” 
In the last five years Slomon. 
whose larger philanthropies are 
his own secret, has presented 
3.600 
silver'' dollars, 
usually 
keeps half a dozen handy in his 
pocket so he can reward any 
Boy Scout caught helping an old 
lady across the street.
